Pretty Colonial House for Lee District

DESIGNED FOR THE TIMES-DISPATCH BY C. K. HOWELL.

Tho Illustratlon shown presents thc
residence of Mr. Gornett Tabb, to be
erected on Allen and Monument Ave-
nues, opposlto tho Lee Monument.
The building, na shown, is to be of

tho Colonial style, of good detail. The

attractive features will be the broad vc-

randa at the front, and tho slde porch
off of tho den. Tho superatructure wlll bo
constructcd of red sand stock brlck, lald
in whlte mortar. The trimmings, which
will bo of wood, wlll bo palnted white.

The roof covcred with slate. Dlmen-
slons: front, 38 feet; sido, '72 foot; ex¬
cluslve of porch. Tho hall ls a cen¬
tral one, and trimmed with popular,
treated with whlto enamel. The stalrcaso
ls' of handsomo deslgn, with ji broad
swcep at the bottom. wlth ingle-nook
under landlng, wlth flreplaco and tho
newel post formed of a cluster of spiral
balusters. The treads are of oak, the ris-
ers- and balusters will bo enamoled whlte,
and rail mahogany. Tho stairs lead to
a broad landlrig, with a largo art glass
.wlndow on samo. Tho roceptlon room
is treated also wlth whlte enamel, and
is separated from tho maln hall proper
by an arehway, supported by masslve
flutcd columns; also contains a ilrcpliico,
with faclngs of whlto enamel t.lles and
mantel of Colonial style. The llvlng room
and den wlll be trimmed with quartorod
oak and flnlshed with a dark .FlemisU
color; tho flreplacos wlth a hearth and
faclngs'of teapot tlio and a mantol of
oak. Tho dlnlng-room is trimmed in pop-
lar nnd treated with whlto enamel; tho
flreplaco wlth tlio hearth, and faclngs
nnd a mantol. The butlor's and kltchen
pantrles and storeroom aro fltted. com¬
plete, and tlie Idtohen Is furnished. with
rango, sinlc, drosscr, etc. Thero la a

largo room off tho kltchon, to bo used
ns laundry or survants' hall. Tlio second
lloor is trimmed with poplnr and treatod
wlth.whlte enamel. It contalns flvo bed-
looms, sowing room, linen closet, sevon
clothes closots luid throo bathrooms, tho
lattor wainscotcd and paved wlth whlto
enamel tlllng, and furnished wltli, porce-
Jaln fixturos nnd exposed nlckel-platod
plumblng, Thoro ara two sorvants* bod-
rooins, wlth bath and trunk room; on third
lloor. Tho basomont ls furnished with
furnnco room, fuol room and cold. storago,
and to be heated with hot wator through¬
out, and wlll bo furnished with all mod¬
ern convonlonces.

C'HIMNEYS.
I will not moral Izo on tho evlis of

smoky chlmnoys, but just toll you in plain
language how to construot thom so tlioy
wlll not smoko. Mako tho throat of tho
flreplaco not moro than half tlio <sizo of
tho lluo, carofully smooth tho Inslde of
tho iluo, and have lt of tho same ureu nll
the way to noar tho top of tho chlnmoy,
whero it should bo gradually tapered ln-
wiird to about hnlf tho area of tho lluo.
At tho oxtremo top tho capstono should
slant from tho openlng in all dlroctions
downward at nn anglo. of about twenty
dogrecs. Thls wlll insuro a good draught
and provent tho smoko blowlng down-
ward. No two llroplaoes should ontor tho
samo lluo; noltlier should a stovcplpo on¬
tor a llne uiiloHS tho flrojilnoo is elosed.
Eaoh stovo and llropliico should havo its
own lluo. Tho sino noeossary for a lluo
depends on tHo fuol to bo used.
Soft or bltumluous coal requlres a fliie

nearly doublo tho slzo of ono whero un-
thraolto Is to bo used; un opon llreplnco
for wood renuiros largor lluos thun oithor,
Eor Instnuco, att olght by olght inoh lluo
answors for anlhriiello, becauao lt mukes
but Ilttlo soot, whllo if bltuminotis coal
is used, olght by twelvo ls nono too largo,
You wlll flnd in housi?s< "II ovor thr

eountry lluos smullor thnn tho abovo, aiul
a correspondlng numbof of smoky elilui-
noys, wliioh it Ih impoaalblo to roniodj
wlthout rubullillng from tho bottom up.
